This is a decision in response to Applicants' request to correct inventorship filed

C.F.R 1.48(a) and 3.73(b); and (e) A fee as per 37 C.F.R 1.1 7(i). 

In light of various declarations and papers filed by the Applicants in compliance of 37 
C.F.R 1.48(a), the petition is hereby granted.
